Many Killed in 
Italy During 
2 Hour Strike 


LONDON, Oct. 15-8 m.—Many 
Persons were killed and others wound- 
ed at various places in Italy during @ 
two hour nation-wide strike yesterday, 
says a dispatch to the London Times 
from Rome. 

Eleven persons were killed and 100 
wounded at San Giovanni Rotondo, four 
were killed and fourteen wounded in 
Bologna and one man was killed and 
several men were injured in a clash be- 
tween strikers and the police in Milan. 


Bomb Hotels in Milan, 
Bombs were thrown at several ho- 
tele in Milan, ineluding the Hotel Ca- 
vour, where the British delegation to 


the league of nations conference are 
staying. 


The rioting in Bologna was due to 
extremists attacking the police bar- 
racks. The dead there included twe 
policemen. 
The town waa quiet this morning, 
but work will be suspended during the 
day as a sign of mourning for those 
killed in the fighting. 
Strike Protest by Workers. 
The two hour strike was in protest 
against the arrest of political offend- 
ers who are opposing the allied- policy 
toward Russia, says a dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph. 
The strike was‘in effect from 8 
o'clock to 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
during which time all trains were 
stopped. 
Protests Nation's Stand. 

ROME, Oct. 14.—-The following rese- 
lution was passed at meetings held 
throughout Italy during today's strike: 

“ The proletariat protests againat the 
reaction which is oppressing working- 
men and soldiers. It asks the imme- 
diate liberation of all those persons ar- 
rested and condemned for any political 
or military crime, in action or in 
thought, It protests against the severe 
Jesuitic attitude of Italy and the other 
entente countries to the detriment of 
communist Russia. It demands that 
the Italian government shall not fur- 
ther hinder brotherly or commercial 
relations between the two peoples.” 
Resolutions also were passed urging 
the workmen to prevent the construc- 
tion and traneportation of any war 
materials to be used against Russia.

By way of illustrating the service to 
be given by the university to the s 
Dr. Barton offered four suggestions: 

“1. The work and teaching of th 
university should be unified with~our 

imary aim in view. Some effort must; 

made to correlate the courses. In 

some way the student will be given 
such guidance that he will see the rela- 
tion of his courses to one another, to 
knowledge as a whole, and to life in its 
most practical relationships. Quietly, 
but inevitably he wil) n to have 
convictions. Laziness, mediocrity and 
smattering will give way to work, qual- 
ity and thorough mastery of a few 
vital things. 

“2. The curricula must be definitely 
directed towards community needs. In 
fact, this tendency is in full tide. The 


is recognizing that it must serve the 
state through the professional! training 
of the high school teacker. The college 
of engineering has seen that more em- 
phasis must be placed upon problems 
gf management, upon the economic 
side of production, and upon all those 
phases of engineerinig which make for 
commynity improvement. The school 
of law recognizes its obligations in ad- 
justing the law to the changing social 
order.. Our schools of medicine have 
long since shifted the emphasis to pre- 
ventive medicine. 


Research Work Urged. 

3, The university myst utilize deff 
nitely its equipment and personnel for 
research work in solving the problems 
of the state.
